^In an article treating of the welfare 
work of the .Metropolitan Insurance

"The Metropolitan found out that 
the men and women who were not 
saving money were the ones moat 
likely to be dissatisfied, and the con­ 
cern deliberately set 
about making 
its people save.-' 
Details of the sa\ing plan and Its 
success follow. The interesting fact 
is 
that this 
big 
employing 
body1 
learned the fundamental fact of hu­ 
man nature t^at people who sa w 
money are satisfied with life ana the 
others are always dissatisfied. 
This is the foundation of Bolshe­ 
vism. The Bolshevist is the man who 
has never saved. Sometimes his con­ 
dition is the result of unjust capital­ 
ism. In this case the error may be 
corrected by higher wages or shorter 
hours—by 
one of 
the 
established 
means of giving the man more leisure 
or money for his labor. 
But giving him these things# will 
not make him satisfied—or satisfac­ 
tory as a citizen—unless the 
man 
himself is disposed to make use of 
bis higher wage or shorter hours for 
the purpose of getting ahead. 
Betting ahead need not take 
the 
form, necessarily, of money in 
the 
bank. It may take the form of buying 
a home, or of procuring 
thorough 
education for the saver or his chil­ 
dren. Adding to his own or his fam 
ily’s 
earning ability 
by developing 
the mental powers is far from being 
the slowest way of advancement In 
life. 
Better food and living conditions 
may be one of the conditions of in­ 
creasing the earning power. W ealth 
with poor health is merely pouring 
treasure down the bottomless hole of 
bills and misery. 
The satisfied man is the one wno 
knows that in some one cr more ways 
he and his family are getting more 
out of life this year than they did 
last; that because they have a few 
more savings stamps or another year’s 
payments made on the house, or bet­ 
ter health or a better job gained by 
work and 
study, they are 
a little 
further from fsnr. 


Federal Departm ent of Labor 
re 
ports show th at the average pay in 
all departm ents of the steel industry 
increased 121 
per cent from June, 
1913, to lune, 1919, while the cost 
of living increased 75 per cent. That 
seems to indicate that on the whole 
the steel workers have had a square 
deal in the m atter of wages. 
Now 
somebody ought to show how much 
“recognition” has increased.

pose them to be absolutely frozen be­ 
cause of the lack of fuel to keep them 
warm.
